The New-York Herald publishes an article 


dated "Head Quarters of the kepuMic of Lower 
California, Nov. 7, 1853," purporting t< bean 
official statement of the operations cf Col. 
Walker's party, the details of the battlt of La 
Pa/, and the choice of a President of the new 
Republic. 


It states that on the 17th of Octobe -, Col. 


Walker with forty-five men sailed for la Paz, 
which point was reached on the 3d of lovem- 
ber. Col. Walker commanded a party t) take 
the town, and in less than thirty minutes it wag 
done, and tho Governor secured. The Mexi- 
can flag waa hauled down, the independence 
of Lower California proclaimed, and ai inde- 
pendent flag raised in its place. The toi -n was 
then fortified, and Col. Walker entered-a^on Ms 
duties as President of the Republic of Low. r Cal- 
ifornia. 


On the ](ith of November, President Vralker 


proceeded to remove the seat of'Government 
to St. Lucas, taking with his company, e;-Gov- 
ernor Espinosa. Shortly after their emjarka- 
tion, a vessel came into port, having on board 
Col. Rebolleio, who was sent by the gover iment 
of Mexico to supersede ex-Governor Es} inosa. 
A small detachment was despatched to bring 
"ol. Rebolleio on board the vessel. 
Tha order 


was promptly executed. 


Shortly after this occurrence, six men wore 


sent ashore after fuel, and were fired upoa by a 
large party of citizens. They returned t< their 
'easel, when a fire was opened upon the town, 
ind Col. Walker with thirty men lauded, uud » 
;oneral engagement took place, resultin < in a 
otal defeat of the enemy, without one o;' Col. 
Walker's party receiving a wound.

Tfce EMlera Que*tt«n— Treaty »t Alliance 
bctwcca Vr»ce »ad Eagliud-The Kfew 


From special information, upon which we 


plaee entire reliance, we learn that on the elev- 
enth day of November in the city of London, a 
most important treaty of alliance was agreed to 
and signed by Count Waleski an the part Oj 
France, and Lord Clarendon on the part of Eng- 
land, in reference to the Turkish question.. 


Tha treaty thus concluded between the high 


contracting parties of England and France was 
despatched immediately by couriers to Berlin 
and Vienna, with an intimation that from the 
day of its arrival at each of these capitals a pe- 
riod of seven days would be allowed to the cab- 
inets ot'Pussia und of Austria to determine up- 
on their assent or refusal to enter into the ar 
rangemeut. If agree'd to, well and good ; if re- 
jected, it was to be understood that France and 
England would take the settlement and respon- 
sibilities of this eastern controversy into their 
own hands, 


We further learn, that from the terms of this 


treaty, Russia will be required forthwith to 
evacuate the Danubian Principalities, or that 
in refusing, she hazards the momentous conse- 
quences of an immediate joint declaration of 
war from England and France. And as the 
shortest road to peace, when once this decla- 
ration is made, we may safety assume that the 
active operations of the allies against Russia 
will be of the most effective and formidable de- 
scription, by land and by sea. We may count 
upon the movement of two hundred thousand 
Frenchmen, in the highest state of equipment 
and discipline, across the Rhine and Alps to 
compel Austria and Prussia to show their hands. 
We may also expect a fiimultaneous movement 
of tho French and English Meets near Constan- 
tinople into the Black Sea, and that the exter- 
mination of the Russians in those waters will 
speedily follow ; while unless prevented by tho 
freezing of the Baltic, another squadron of the 
allies will no doubt at the same time set sail 
for the latitude of St. Petersburg!!.

Mr. Soule, on hear- 
ing the contemptuous expression, left the lady 
with whom he was walking, and going up to 
the duke informed, him qu'il ctait une canaille, 
md accompanied this piece of information with 
i push. Great excitement ensued, and Mr. 
soule's father, having interfered, took away 
;he young man, who subsequently addressed a 
challenge to the duke, which lisa not yat beeu 
iccepted, the duke having found it convenient 
;o represent the whole affair as political — 
which it certainly is, if the dress of the Anter- 
can Minister's wife was not strictly in fashion.
